Spent Mushroom Manure is real stable manure to which 
has been added 20% of rich top soil and then used to grow one 
crop of Mushrooms in the huge limestone caverns at West Win- 
field in Butler County. The heat of fresh manure is gone, but 
the organic content and fertility of good barnyard manure is 
retained. 

The high organic content, almost five times that of top soil, 
is quite valuable in loosening heavy soils and increasing the 
moisture retention value. It is a long time source of mineral 
elements which are released gradually through decomposition 
into the soil.
